Hancock County. Kentucky. 

lo the month of March. 1629, Hancock county 
came into existence by an act of the Legislature of 
Kentucky, approved the Sd day of the preceding 
January. The new county was made from por- 
tions of Breckinridge, Daviess and Ohio, and 
named Hancock in honor of the first signer of the 
Declaration of American Independence and the 
stcend President of the immortal Congress which 
adopted that Declaration. 

Nature did much for the new county. She 
washed her northern boundary with the navigable 
waters of the beautiful Ohio, and spread out for 
miles from its shore a rich alluvial soil. On the 
hills she planted a noble forest, and beneath the 
surface of ihe earth deposited inexhaustible beds of 
cos’ to warm end enrich the generations that 
were to come. She made the new county the 
abode of agriculture, manufactures and commerce, 
rb" three great enriclers of men and nations 

For thirty years, an honest and thrifty people 
out down the forest, and cultivated the soil, and 
i ts tb-> coal, and carried on trade, and accumula- 
ted wealth, until the population of the county 
numbered 3,000, and the assessed value of their 
taxub ! e property reached 32,000,000. And during 
-heec thirty years, the people of this county 
stned well at home and abroad, without a stain up 
n:i the escutcheon of their character for what en- 
nobles our race. 

At lencr'h, however, evil fortune came upon 
them, and chose the anniversary month of the 
r.ew county to fix upon its people a deep dis- 
grace. Tee county came into existence in March, 
ii29, and in March 1“*9, it may be said to have gone 
ont of existence— at least, out of the honorable 
ex : : tci.ce which for c generation had permitted no 
man to feel ashamed of being a citizen of Han- 
cock coiioty. 

I: s r,e»d!ess to say what this disgrace was. The 
world i« full of tha shame which attaches to the 
murder of Thus. S. Lowe, by H. S. Davidson and 
TL Tithrew, in the jail of Hawesville, the 
rr ”*nty vMt. lie w:,s placed in that jail under a 
promise of protection, but while he was in car- 
ccrated, and wounded, and exhausted, and unarm- 
ed. sr.d defenceless, Davidson and Withrow went 
:Bto Vs cell and shot him, with the remorseiesB- 
ness of fiends in human shape, and came out of 
the prison boasting of the deed. 

This atrocious and dastardly murder, coupled 
with the action of the Grand Jury in refusing to 
indict Withrow and Davidson, and the publica- 
tion of a defense of the assassination with an ap- 
p*r! t • the citizens in g eneral for indorsement, is 
what has fired disgrace upon Hancock county. — 
The pulltv are not alone concerned in the matter, 
but the people of the whole county have been 
published to th« world as approvers of the mnr - 
dor. 

If th isc guilty of Lowe's murder were the only 
sufferers, p i would be well. But such is not the 
case. The innocent are the worst sufferers, from 
the fact that they Lave more character to lose 
The trade of the county is seriously injured by 
ooats refusing to land within its borders for coal 
or freight or passengers. Some of the best citi- 
zens have been driven into exile, and others are 
da::v in fear of assassination because thev dare to 
ihink and to say that Lowe, even if he deserved 
: ea!b, sbou 5 d not have been murdered as he was. 

There is but one remedy for this state of things 
n Hancock countv. The good citizens there 
must stand by the laws of their country. They 
must empanel a Grand Jury that will not fear 
to in Let Thomas Withrow and H. S. Davidson lor 
murJ-r. They must try these men for their life, 
end so dispel the reign of terror now in Hawes- 
»ide, that a jury of their pee-s will not fear to 
convict Withrow and Davidson of murder in the 
first degree. And public opinion must be so cured 
of the poison which the murderers and their army 
of bullies have infused into it, that the assassins 
may be hung as high as Haaman when a jury 
finds them guilty, and the court pronounces the 
just sentence of death against them. 

This is plain talk, but it is the right sort of talk. 
Nothing short of the course marked out by us will 
jift the disgrace which now hangs over Hancock 
county for the murder of Lowe, and the justification 
of the deed bv the Grand Jury, and the publication 
of a subsequent defense of the erime in the name of 
&11 the best citizens of the entire county. The pub- 
lication was a libel, and some of the names in it a 
forgery, but still many people at home and abroad 
will hold the county responsible for it until the 
murder of Lowe is avenged by the laws of his 
country. Whether Lowe deserved death canno 
be a question with any good citizen; for no sane 
man can think of justifying the manner in which 
he was assassinated. The records of crims in 
Kentucky afford no parallel to this cow.xrdly and 
atrocious deed, and the deep disgrace that attaches 
to the whole people among whom it was commit* 
ted, can only be wipsd out by bringing the craven 
assassins to speedy and deserved punishment. 



State Debts of the Olden World. 

The Opposition are crying out lustily at the ex- 
travagance which has created a debt of a few mil- 
lions in this country. They hope to make a little 
political capital thereby, though they are the very 
fellows who have voted m Congress for the ex- 
travagant measures which have led to the pitiful 
debt Uncle Sam owes. If the United States owed 
anything like the debt of some of the European 
States, these bawling Oppositionists might hsv 
something to shriek about. To owe an hundred 
millions of dollars in Europe is a small matter 
for even a third-rate power, and the whole debt 
owed by tbe various powers there exceeds ten bil- 
lions of dollars. 

The principal debts of European States are as 
follows : 

Great Britain, 33,870,568,470; France, #1,606,- 
338,498; Austria, #1,209,420,000; Russia, #1,041,* 
414.123; Spain. #732,205,548; Holland, #450,395,- 

387; and Prussia, Portugal, Sardinia, Belgium, 
and Denmark, several! v, owe moie than one hun- 
dred millions. 

Now, what might not these howling Opposition- 
ists ssy and do if Uncle Sam owed the debt of 
England, France, Austria, Russia, or even Spain? 
They would no doubt take the horrors, extinguish 
their dark-lau terns, and live on bread and water 
tbe rest of their days. Tbe Northern wing would 
hardly undertake another underground railroad 
in half a century, and the Southern wing would 
sell out their entire stock in brass-knocks to help 
Unde Sam to pay his debts. 

Even upon this continent there are State debts 
owed by other powers which make ours somewhat 
of a picayune concern. The Central and South 
American States owe #308,696,014, of which Mexi- 
co is net down for#183,626,242; Brazil, #78,277,250*. 
Pern, #86,451,887; Venezuela. $22,865,620; and the 
others variooa sums, from one quarter of a mil- 
lion to fifteen millions of dollars. 



French Railroads . 

There are no better railroads in the world than 
those of France. Thev are not so substantial as • 
in England, uor so uusubMautial as in this coun- , 
try. but for all the purposes of safety and comfort ] 
and speed they are inferior to none of the age. — i 
They are well constructed end well managed, and 
fewer accidents happen upon them than upon the 
roads of England or America. 

The principal French railways, moreover, pay 
a fair dividend upon the capital invested. Their 
reports lor 1556 show quite an advance upon the 
previous year, and the probability is that the 
year 1859 will show an improvement upon the 
last. The French are not afraid to travel by rail, 
from the fact that so few 1 accidents happen npon 
their well conducted roads, and hence the large 
dividends. 

The traffic returns on the Eastern of France 
Railway, from the 1st of January to the 30th of 
December, 1658, both inclusive, amounted to £ 2,- 
10 V ^ < .against 111,921,063 in the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1857, showing an increase of £247,274; on 
the Northern of France to E2.203.4S1, against £2, 
59,034 in the corresponding period of 1857, show- 
ing an increase of £144,397; on the Western of 
France to £1,731.273, against £1,671,617, showing 
an increase of £5»,C57; and on the Southern of 
France to £723,502, against £582,154, showing an 
increase of £141,349. The receipts for the same 
period of 1853, on the Paris and Orleans Railwav, 
amounted to £2,835,950, against £2,293,361 in the 
corresponding period of the preceding year, show 
ing an increase of £42,569. The receipts on the 
Paris. Lyons and Mediterranean Railway amount 
ed to £3,267,274 against £8,168,696 in the preceding 
year, showing an increase of £98,676. The receipts 
on the Lyons and Geneva, for the same period of 
1853. amounted to £193,924, against £105,961, 
showing an increase of £87,963. The total receipts 
of those seven railways during the above 365 days 
of 1653, amounted to £12,925,641 on 4,980 miles of 
railway, and for the corresponding period of 1857, 
to £11,601,858 on 4,481 miles, showing an increase 
in the receipts of £821,883, or about 7 per cent., 
and in the mileage of 504 miles, or 11}£ per cent. 

The Guthrie Movement in Indiana. 

We do not think there can be a reasonable 
doubt as to the fact that the Hon. James Gufhrie, 
if nominated by the Charleston Convention, cau 
carry the State of Indiana in 1660. We have 
heretofore published favorable notices of him 
from several of the papers in that State, and our 
belief ia his strength there is confirmed by letters 
from and by conversations with residents of that 
State, who are well posted as to the state of things 
on that side of the Ohio. 

The Evansville Journal of a recent date speaks 
of Mr. Gnthrie in the following style: 

The name of James Guthrie seems to be an ex- 
ceedingly popular one for the Presidency with the 
Democratic press in Kentucky and Tennessee. — 
We most sincerely hope it may be adopted as 
heartily bv the press of the party throughout the 
countrv, for if the Opposition shall be defeated by 
their opponents, there will be no danger to the 
countrv in the triumph, with such a man as James 
Guthrie at the head of the Administration. 

And the Vincennes Western Sun copies an arti- 
cle from the New York Tribune, to the effect that 
Mr. Guthrie is the strongest of all the Democratic 
candidates, and adds that the movement in his 
favor for the Presidency in I860, “ en fonts recog- 
nition in all quarter!." 

The following extract from a long letter written 
by one of the staunchest and best informed Dem- 
ocrats in Indiana is worth noticing in this con- 
nection. 

I believe that your Mr. Guthrie stands the best 
chance of any Democrat in the nation for the nom- 
ination of the Charleston Convention, ne has 
been building railroads instead of dealing in poli- 
tics, of late, and this was lucky for him. The 
same questions that slew Douglas and others 
might have hurt him had his position been des- 
canted upon by tfip people nnd the press of the 
nation, as that of Douglas, Breckinridge, Hunter 
and others have been. It u fortunate for Mr.

United States in 1860. He is in my opinion the 
only man now before th» countrv upon whom the 
Democracy of the North and South can nnitc 
in 1SG0.

ture denies to me protection for my slave proper-, 
ty. I come to ask you, tbe master, whether you* 
will gruut me the protection.”

[From the Overland Friend of China, Feb. 12.] 

Mr. Townsend Harris, the able American di- 
plomatist and negotiator of the new American 
treaty with Japan, made a great point of obtain- 
ing the Emperor’s consent to the dispatch of two 
Imperial Commissioners to Washington — the 
United States Government— as England did in 
the Siamese Embasoy matter, paying all the ex- 
penses.

Arrived 
at Simoda, the arrangements far new cabins on 
deck, Ac., will be left to Japanese artisans. The 
Powhatan, beariug Commodore Tatnall’s flag, 
will also leave this port for Japan, in about a 
fortnight; and, after seeing the Mississippi off to 
San Francisco, will then convey Mr. Townsend 
Harris to Jeddo. Kaoaguwa is spoken of as the 
most likely port for a foreign station hereafter.
